Atom Era 20 Years Old

Twenty year* 
ago 
this 
month, 
President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt 
sum m oned his m ilitary secretary, 
Brig. (Jen. Edwin M. " P a ” Wat­ 
son and handed him a letter. 
" P a , ” he said, "this requires ac­ 
tion.” 
Thus was the atomic age born, 
for the letter was the celebrated 
one Albert Einstein wrote to Roose­ 
velt on Aug. 2. 1939, pointing out 
the potentials of atom ic energy and 
the im m inent danger that Hitler 
might realize them first 
"In the course of the last four 
m onths,” it said, in part, "it has 
been m ade probably through the 
work of Joliot « Henri Joliot-Curie» 
in F rance, as well as E nrico Ferm i 
and Leo Szilard in Am erica that it 
m ay become possible to set up a 
nuclear chain reaction in a large 
m ass o f uranium by which vast 
am ounts of power and large quan­ 
tities of iadium -hke elem ents would 
be generated. Now it appears th ‘% 
could be achieved in the im m ediate 
future 
"This new phenomenon would al­ 
so 
lead 
to 
the 
construction 
of 
bombs, 
and 
it 
is 
conceivable, 
though m uch less certain — that 
extrem ely 
powerful bombs 
of 
a 
new type m ay thus be constructed. 
A single bomb of this type 
. ex­ 
ploded in a port, might very well 
destroy the whole port, together 
with some of the surrounding te r­ 
ritory . .” 


EINSTEIN V\ vs NOT the only 
scientist, nor the first, to realize 
the destructive possibilities of the 
atom. But, as he rem arked m any 
years later 
"Yes, I'm the one who 
pushed the but:on." 
The first consequences 
of 
that 
"button pushing" and the "action” 
it provoked astonished and fright­ 
ened the world almost exactly six 
y ears later, on Aug. 6 
1945. with 
the dro pping of the 
first 
atom 
bomb o n Hiroshima 
They hav e been unfolding ever 
since, bo th go o d and evil. So far, 
the ev il o nes, including, as they do, 
the reductio n of the entire world 
to a seemingly unceasing state o f 
jitters, hav e far overshadowed the 
go o d o nes 


HERE ARE SOME o f the bene­ 
fits we hav e already cashed in o n: 
The acceleratio n o f the pace o f 
pure science "The bo mb" itself in­ 
creased scientific interest in nuc­ 
lear phy sics. Iso to pes pro duced by 
fissio n hav e already fo und applica­ 
tio n in practically ev ery o ther field 
o f science. Geo lo gists use them to 
date ro cks and fo ssils, astro phy si­ 
cists to decide when the univ erse 
was bo rn. Bio lo gists study life pro ­ 
cesses with their aid. Chemists use 
tailo r-made elements 
fo r ex peri­ 
ments prev io usly impo ssible

science 
and 
industry 


have begun to put 
the atom to 
work. Atomic power already turns 
wheels, drives ships and subm a­ 
rines, and lights lamps. The atom 
has applications in oil and m ineral 
prospecting A dozen industries use 
it in detection devices, control sys­

Medicine uses some isotopes in 
diagnosis and research, others ir 
experim ental treatm ent of cancer. 
These are only small beginnings.
